Secretary of Agriculture John Bloch 
outlined the Administration's proposed 
new farm bill last week.

IMA Urges Congress 
To End Funding. 

Stockyards Section 

Washington - Congress was urged 
here April 1 to heed the call of the 
American public for less government in 
their daily lives by deleting nil funding 
for lhe stockyards provision of the 
Packers and Stockyards Act. 

Livestock Marketing Association, a 
Kunsas City-based trade group 
representing marketing businesses 
throughout the U.S. and in Canada, 
mndo the request in testimony before 
House and Senate Agriculture subcom¬ 
mittees on appropriations. 

The testimony was offered in a joint 
statement of LMA President Lcmmy 
Wilson. Livestock Laws Reform Com¬ 
mission Chairman J. D. Branacome, 
LMA General Manager C. T. ‘Tad’ 
Sanders, and LMA Executive Counsel 
Dennis R. Braddock. 

LMA told the subcommittees that! 
the livestock marketing IndusLry par¬ 
ticipated last November In "sending a 
message” to Washington that the public 
"wanted less government and less in¬ 
terference in their day-to-day lives. By 
deleting funding" of the stockyards sec¬ 
tion "you will bo responding” to that 
call, the statement said.

The central 
element of this campaign is the Trade 
Group's Livestock Marketing Reform

Today, the statement continued, the 
livestock marketing Industry has 
developed into nearly 12.400 registered 
markets and dealers. “There is no 
longer a legal or factual monopoly in 
livestock marketing to justify the cur 
rent degree of federal regulation in the 

industry." . 

After 00 years of rule making and 
amendment, the statement aald, 
livestock marketing businesses are 
faced with a maze of federal regula

lions that are woefully out of step with 

the new technology, structura change, 
and vastly increased competition that 

has reshaped livestock production and 

"’Consequently, “federal rules under 
(the stockyards provision! of the 
Packers and Stockyards Act fail lo 
serve the public good because they arc 
outmoded and actually '" h,b,1 ( .^ 
development of more efficient methods 
of serving our customers and ultimate 
ly, the American consumer. 

LMA also pointed out that currently 
livestock markets, dealers and brokers 
are restricted from operating related 
businesses, “regardless of the need for 
that business in the community and 
regardless of (the Individual si own par¬ 
ticular need to diversify in order lo re 
main in business." 

The Trade Group also told the sub¬ 
committee that “additional tax dollars 
can be saved and burdensome federal 
regulation reduced by limiting the ac¬ 
tivities of the Office of General Counsel 
with respect to the stockyards provi 
sion of the P&S Act."

He said basic loan rates for major 
:rop commodities will continue to be set 
U levels that will allow U.S. com- 
nodilies to compete in world markets. 
3ut. the rales will be high enough lo 
iL'ovide an effective safely net and help 
armi-rs with Lhelr short-term financing 
needs for production and marketing. 

He said the USDA would limit the 
grain reserve lo no more thnn 12 to 15 
percent of annual U.S. Teed grain out¬ 
put. Block told Lhe committee there 
would be no "call" provision in the 
reserve plan proposal, and the ad¬ 
ministration would noL take steps to 
force grain onto the market, as the cur 
rent program does. 

Increased loan and purchase rales Tor 
1981 feed grains ana wheat were an 
nounced last week by Agriculture 
Secretary John Block. Support levels 
, (or soybeans, however, will remain at 
198Q levels. 

Higher target prices for feed grains 
and wheat and special loan rates for 
this year's crops placed in Lhe farmer- 
owned reserve wore also reported. 
Reserve entry dates for 1981 crops will 
be announced later. 

The 1981 target price for corn will 
rise to $2.40 a bushel from S2.35, while 
the regular loan rate will increase in 
1981 to $2.40 from $2.25. The 1981 
reserve loan rate will rise to S2.55 from 
$2.40. 

For other feed grains, the new 1981 
target price, regular and reserve loan 
rates per bushel will be: Sorghum, 
$2.55, $2.28 and $2.42; barley, $2.60, 
$1.95 and $2.07; and oats, no increase in 
target, but $1.24 on the regular loans 
and $1.81 on the reserve loans. 

The hew wheat targetprice in 1981 
will be $3.81, up from $8.88, while the 
regular loan rate will he $3.20, up from 
$8, and the reserve rate will be $3,60,
